At present there is vo normal lisircon between the Executive Conmitiee, the 
reg ial committees, the local commd biees and the eells. All such liaison 
is handied in a circuitous, une. snodox way through Communist rarty members 
and aven through Fariuy sympatiisers. Meanwhile the Executive Committee of 
the Guamunist Party of Chile has not given detailed instructions as to pro- 
sedures to be adopteci but has warned Ghat every effort must be made to 
avoid giving the povernment furtnuer amuunition for use against the farly. 


3, Though many of the militanta hews gone into hiding, the majority have 
temporarily abandoned normal Party activities and are concentrating on giving 
the iopreasion of being normal, sard working citizens. However, the Com

avoid possible government repression, the Communist nents of the bro-Peece 
Committbea were instructed not to take an active part in the committee's meeting 
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
